Pegasus Again Scores Impressive- 
ly — Ten Sixty Wins by Inches 
from Sympathy. 



LATONIA, Ky., Oct. 5. — Today’s attend- 
ance was considerably augmented by the ad- 
vance guard to witness tomorrow’s running 
of the Kentucky Special. 

There were no particular features carded, 
but several incidents enlivened the proceed- 
ings. 

The third race brought with it a disquali- 
fication and the near injury of jockey Pool. 
The latter was astride Dernier Sou, a highly 
regarded one, and was the victim of J. Grun- 
eisen’s rough riding, causing him to fall 
heavily at the first turn. Gruneisen had the 
mount on Beg Pardon and he caused a bad 
jam at the first turn when he cut across in 
front of the others sharply. The mix-up 
enabled Beg Pardon to go into a good lead 
and he ultimately lasted to beat Marine 
Corps, with Randel in third place. 

In addition to Dernier Sou suffering by the 
mix-up at the first turn, Atta Boy II. also 
was jammed about and cut on the hind legs. 
He did well under the circumstances to finish 
fourth. Immediately after the finish the 
stewards instructed the placing judges to 
order down the numbers of the original finish, 
and after interrogating jockey Gruneisen, 
they announced Beg Pardon’s disqualification 
and gave the race to Marine Corps ; Randel 
was moved into second place and Atta Boy 
IL received third money. The decision met 
with popular favor. 

MAINSPRING FALLS. 

The running of the second race, in which 
twelve maiden two-year-olds engaged, also 
brought in its wake a fall, with jockey Heu- 
pel astride Mainspring the victim. Luckily 
the rider escaped serious injury. 

The Audley Farm Stable’s Pegasus, which 
in a preceding race gave a sparkling exhibi- 
tion, performed again impressively and took 
another good band of short-distance cracks 
into camp. He had to be much the best and 
ran in a kindly mood to win this afternoon, 
for he was in serious trouble during the first 
three-eighths through inability to get out of 
the pocket he was in, but Gamer took a 
desperate chance of taking him back to go 
around and he succeeded in the last seventy 
yards. Alice Blue Gown showed fine speed 
and might have stolen the race had McCoy 
been a bit more alert and prepared for Pe- 
gasus’ strong rush. 

The opening race provided a spirited duel 
of four, with Ten Sixty the winner by inches 
from Sympathy and Easter Bells, Centimeter 
following the trio in close order. The quartet 
put up a rousing battle all during the last 
eighth, with the winner in doubt until the 
final stride. 

ANOTHER FOR BRADLEY. 

E. R. Bradley annexed a purse when his 
Baffling won under a rousing ride by A. 
Wilson and outstayed H. P. Whitney’s Up- 
roar, which had followed the winner closest 
from the start. Corinth showed a good ef- 
fort to land third and San Vicente also 
showed up well to come from as far back as 
he did. 

Queen High furnished a surprise when she 
won in the fifth after leading for the entire 
way. She was lucky at that to beat Haman, 
which had suffered considerable interference 
during the race. By Golly landed in third 
place. 

The twelve youngsters that started in the 
sixth race also put up a rousing battle, with 
victory finally going to Glide, which was 
benefited by a snug ride she got from W. 
FVonk. Pretty Politician, far back in the 
early stages, came with a rush through the 
stretch and was going fast near the end. 
Madam Vennie also showed a fine perform -

ZEV AMERICA’S DEFENDER PIMLICO PUCE OF BEAUTY 

Rancocas Three-Year-Old Chosen Presents Charming Picture in New 
as Papyrus’ Opponent in the Coat of Paint and a Number 
International Race. of Improvements. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., Oct. 5.— The Ran- 
cocas Stable's champion three-year-old Zev 
has been chosen to meet Papyrus in the In- 
ternational race at Belmont Park on October 
20. There was no surprise in the announce- 
ment, for after the failure of the Jockey Club 
committee to arrange a meeting between 
Zev and My Own it was predicted on all 
sides that the Rancocas star would be the 
selection. There is no denying that Zev 
well earned the right to meet the English- 
man without detracting from the merits of 
My Own. The brilliant performances of 
Zev as a three-year-old are common knowl- 
edge to all followers of the turf and there 
is none that will say that America will not 
be represented in the International race 
when the Kentucky Derby, Belmont, Withers 
and other stakes winner meets Papyrus on 
October 20. 



LAUREL, Md.. Oct. 5.— W. P. Riggs, sec- 
retary of the Maryland Jockey Club, was a 
visitor at Laurel and was warmly welcomed 
by his many friends. W. A. Burttschell, who 
has a couple of horses at Pimlico, said in 
regard to the improvements : “Pimlico in its 
new dress of paint looks charming, ar.d 
patrons of the course will be agreeably sur- 
prised at the many improvements made since 
last spring. The entire shed row has been 
demolished and in its place several new 
barns erected. There are 103 more stalls on 
the grounds than ever before. Four new 
stables have been built on the fcackstretch, one 
! with fifty -eight stalls and three with thirty- 
j eight stalls. Two other new' stables have 
| been built on the section immediately in the 
rear of the grand stand. Gravel walks have 
j been laid out around the stables and a new 
wire fence built around the entire plant.” 



NEW YORK, ¥7. Y„ Oct. 5.— The Bruns- 
wick Handicap, a claiming race at a mile 
and seventy yards was the carded feature 
at Jamaica today. It proved hardly mere 
than an exercise canter for the Rancocas 
Stable’s Satellite, which was in front all the 
way to win easily by a length and a half 
from A. J. Contento’s Miss Cerina, with Jac- 
queline Julian in third place. 

Five good platers faced the starter in 
the race. Fator took advantage of his in- 
side position at the post to send Satellite 
away into the lead while going to the first 
turn and increased his advantage steadily un- 
der restraint while going down the back- 
streteh. Miss Cerina was racing gamely in 
closest pursuit, but Jacqueline Julian was 
pressing her closely. 

Lavine made several attempts to slip 
through on the inside with Jacqueline Julian 
on the fcackstretch, but he was cut off each 
time. While rounding the stretch turn he 
brought the MacMarus filly through and took 
second place. Miss Cerina was not through, 
however, and Burns brought her up again 
in the last sixteenth to take second place 
by a head from Jacqueline Julian. 

Fator continued to sit still on Satellite 
to the finish and the Ogden gelding, although 
he lost seme of the long lead that had been 
his on the backstreteh, won comfortably 
enough by a length and a half. 

Miss Cerina was unable to threaten him 
seriously. Olynthus and High Prince were 
never effectively in the running. 

FINE WEATHER PREVAILS. 

Finp weather brought out a fairly goed 
Friday crowd in spite of the poor quality 
of the card. 

J. A. Coburn’s Red Legs, after leading all 
the way, won the second race from L. 
Blume’s Oran, with Trite in third place. 
This race was at a mile and a sixteenth for 
selling platers. Lavine was alert at the 
barrier and sent Red Legs away in front. 
Beginning from an inside position, the Co- 
burn plater led to the first turn and Lavir.e 
allowed him to race right along until he was 
four lengths clear early in the racing down 
the backstreteh. Oran and Trite were racing 
closely lapped behind the leader until Oran 
disposed of his rival when approaching t'. e 
last turn and raced in pursuit of Red Legs. 
Under severe riding Oran gained steidily on 
Red Legs, but Lavine rode the latter sharply 
and managed to keep him going long enough 
to win by a length and a half. Oran held 
second place safe by two lengths and Trite 
had no opposition for third money. Anterior, 
the only other starter, was badly outrun all 
the way. 

The Rancocas Stable's Bracadale completed 
a double for L. Fato* and for his owner by 
winning the fifth race, a dash for two-Jear- 
olds at five and a half furlongs. August Bel- 
mont’s Ladkin was second and his stable- 
mate, Ordinance, third. Bracadale started 
out at a great pace to make a runaway af- 
fair of the race. Fator rushed him into a 
long lead in the backstreteh. while Ladkin 
and Flax were racing along in closest pur- 
suit. 

Then on the la'st turn Kummer made his 
move with Ladkin. The Belmont co!t shot 
forward with a burst of speed that threat- 
ened for a moment to carry him quickly into 
the lead. Fator' went to the whip on Braca- 
dale, however, and came into the stretch 
still a length to the good. From this point 
to the finish it was a nip-and-tuek battle. 
Bracadale was tiring from his early fast 
pace-making, and Ladkin was steadily wear- 
ing. him down. But the distance was not

Stakes of the Day. 

An English Joke. 

Many Matches Offered. 



There was no surprise at the announcement 
that the Rancocas Stable’s Zev had been 
chosen to meet Papyrus on October 20. For 
some time it has been apparent that the com- 
mittee of the Jockey Club appointed to name 
the defender would settle on the son of The 
Finn Miss Kearney. It would have been 
much more desirable had it been possible for 
an adequate test between My Own and Zev 
before the selection was made, but that be- 
came impossible. 

On behalf of the committee it must be ad- 
mitted that every effort was made to bring 
the two contenders for the honor of being 
defender together. The committee did not 
fail in its efforts, but it failed in accomplish- 
ment. Everything possible was done to try 
and have the colts themselves settle the ques- 
tion, but it was not to be, and Zev had to bs 
the choice. 

With this last work of the committee com- 
pleted all is in readiness for the big mile and 
a half event with its $100,000 purse, and it is 
to be hoped now that Papyrus and Zev are 
both brought to the post in a condition befit- 
ting the importance of the race. There still 
remains the chance for a mile and a half meet- 
ing between Zev and My Own after the Inter- 
national match passes into history, and it 
would be a meeting that would be of tre- 
mendous importance. 

This is a big racing day — one of the best 
racing days of the fall season with the prizes 
that are offered at Latonia, Laurel and Ja- 
maica, the New York track. Of the three the 
biggest is the $50,000 Kentucky Special, a 
handicap over a mile and three-sixteenths. 
It is the first running of this rich prize, and 
it has an immediate importance that cannot 
be overestimated. The race comes at a time 
of the year when form is pretty well estab- 
lished, and it is over a distance that offers 
an adequate test. 

At the Laurel track there is the National 
Handicap, a three-quarters race for the ju- 
veniles, that has an added money valua of 
$5,000, and it is one of the worth-while races 
of the Maryland season. 

Tho New York offering is the Continental 
Handicap of a mile and an eighth, with $4,000 
added as its prize, and a companion piece is 
the Hiawatha, a five and a half furlong dash 
for two-year-old fillies under handicap condi- 
tions. 

Thus it will be seen that the racing folk have 
holiday sport in all three sections. 

This story from England of the possibility of 
both Zev and My Own starting against Papy- 
rus on October 20 cannot be taken seriously. 
Just where such a story originated is hard to 
understand, for such an arrangement would 
be so manifestly unfair to Papyrus that it 
cannot be considered. Of course, we know 
over here that My Own would strive just as

earnestly to beat Zev as be would to beat the 
En glish invader and that Zev would try as 
honestly to beat the American as he would 
the Englishman, but it would never do. No 
matter how the race would result there would 
always be the chance for a charge that it was 
a case of two against one and that would ruin 
the idea of the race. 

Papyrus has come over alone and only one 
defender will start against him. Already there 
is a big advantage enjoyed beyond the fact 
that he has come to a strange ground to race, 
for it is possible for the committee of the 
Jockey Club to name both a first and a sec- 
ond substitute defender. 



There has been an epidemic of match race 
task ever since August, when the first over- 
tures were made to bring Papyrus to this 
country. The most desired of all, and the 
race that occasioned most interest, was the 
proposition for a meeting between Zev and 
My Own. Just how that race failed to ma- 
terialize because Sam Hildreth wanted a mile 
and an eighth and Admiral Grayson held out 
for a mile and a half is too recent to be re- 
called. Then there was an effort to bring 
the two great two-year-olds Sarazen and Happy 
Thoughts together. This failed to come about 
for the reason that on behalf of Happy 
Thoughts a fast track was insisted upon. Fred 
Musante has been in the field for a considerable 
time with an effort to match My Dear, sister 
to My Own, against any mare or filly, and 
his offer has not been accepted. Now there is

still another in the challenge of Carl Wiede- 
mann to match In Memoriam against either 
Zev or My Own, at scale weights, for any 
distance from a mile and an eighth to two 
miles. He is willing to make such a match 
for $20,000 a side, and his only condition will 
be that the track must be fast. 

While this is a sporting offer that ought to 
be met, it must be admitted that Mr. Wiede- 
mann has a much better opinion of In Me- 
moriam than is enjoyed by the handicappcrs 
of the Kentucky Jockey Club. In the assign- 
ment of the weights for the Kentucky Special 
Zev was required to take up 125 pounds, My 
Own 123 pounds and In Memoriam was han- 
dicapped at 113 pounds. Thus it is seen that 
Zev was rated a thirteen pounds better co!t, 
while My Own was asked to give In Memoriam 
ten pounds. But Mr. Wiedemann is serious in 
his desire for such a match, and there are not 
a few Kentuckians who share his belief in the 
ability of his good son of McGee and En- 
chantress. 

In the meantime what has become of that 
old custom of racing that prohibits the run- 
ning of match races.

Lady Jocelyn 
fell to her knees at the start and did not get into 
her stride until a quarter of a mile had been 
run. The mishap appeared to unnerve her, 
although she ran a good race and finished 
resolutely. Sidney C. Love broke flatfooted
